Thunberg received the award for 


accumulating the highest number of | 


points at the first bay area model 
airplane meet in Alameda Sunday 
at Washington park. 

The plane also was inscribed with 
the signature of H. Norman Eier- 
man, president of the Alameda jun- 
ior chamWler of ‘commefce which 
sponsored the meet. 

Kenneth L. Skilling (son of Mrs. 
E. Linville), former Albany High 
student and now with the U. S. 
Navy, at San Diego, took first place 
with his Class A speed plane. Bill, 
flying Ken’s plane, by proxy, main- 
tained a speed of 73.5 miles an hour, 
this being 23 miles an hour faster 
than the next highest entry. The 
boys netted ‘about twenty dollars 
worth of cash and merchandise 
awards. Both are members of the 
Albany Control Flyers. Bill Thun- 
berg is treasurer of Albany Control 
Flyers. 

More than 6000 spectators watch- 
ed the 97 contestants compete for 
high honors at the meet. 

Highest speed of 103 miles per 
hour was attained by a Hornet-mo- 
tored midwing model plane weigh- 
ing three pounds and operated by 
J. W. Little of San Francisco.” 

Largest number of points went to 
Thunberg for his plane’s maneuver- 
ability.

Greyhound 
Speeds Up 
Bus Service 


More buses per day, more fre- 
quent departures, more service to the 
public—these are highlights of many 
improvements now put into effect 
by Pacific Greyhound Lines, accord-

For the - second time in the 
course of two worl dwars Captain 
Harry A. Burdick of 531 Vincente 
St. Berkeley, has received his dis- 
charge from the army in Califor- 
nia, ¥ 
When the United States entered 
the first World War Burdick was 
a music student in Connecticut. He 
enlisted as a cadet in the Air Corps 
winning the wings of the Observa- 
tion Balloon Pilot and the com- 
mission of the second Lieutenant. 
At the time of the armistice the 
officer was serving as an instruc- 
tor at Ross Field, Arcadia, Calif., 
from which, post he received his 
discharge in 1919, 

When Pearl Harbor was attack- 
ed Captain Burdick again entered 
the service, this time being assign- 
ed to the Military Police branch 
of the army. For the past two 
years Captain Burdick has been 
stationed at the Central District 
Headquarters in San Francisco, 
where for the past ten months he 
has been acting Detachment Com- 
mander of the 1903 S C U. 

Two sons of the Burdicks also 
served in this war, B-17 Pilot Lt. 
John C. Burdick was killed in ac- 
tion in the European Area in Octo- 
ber 1943. He was stationed with 
the Eighth Air Force in England. 
A second son First Lt. Stuart C. 
Burdick, navigator of a B-25, com- 
pleted 47 bombirig missions in the 
China-Burma-India theater before 
he was wounded and sent home last 
April.
